A. God’s Pofitive Command to Abraham to flay 
his Son, did no ways interfere with Moral Recti- 
tude, which muft be allow’d to be Eternal and Un- 
alrerable. For tho the 6th Commandment, thou 
fale do no murtber,be a branch of Moral Reétitude, 
3s well as a Pofitive Injunction, yet the Parent, that 
flays his Son in obedience to the Divine Command, 
cannot with any manner of Propriety be ftil’d a 
Murderer, fince 4 Murder, according to it’s genu- 
ine Definition, is to take away a Man's Life Un. 
juttly or Wrongfully. But the Parent, that flays 
his Son on the fame foundation, on which Abraham 
defign’d to do it, cannot poflibly be faid totake 
away his Son's Life Unjuftly or Wrongtully, fince 
he does it at His command, in whofe hands are the 
Mffues of Life and Death, Whence neither the Ma- 
piftrate, thar Condemns, nor the Perfon, that Ex- 
ecutes a Criminal, are accounted Murderers, be- 
caufe upon fuch Default they have fufficient Autho- 
rity On their fide to bear them Harmlefs.And there - 
fore upon God’s Injunétion to the Faithful Abraham 
to Deftroy his Son Ifaac, an Abftinence from other- 
wife fo Unwarranrable an a¢tion Ceas’d to be a 
Part of Moral Rectitude,

Years, when, as we Suppofe, God's Decree irrevo- 
cable 

A. God frequently in Scripture condefcends to 
Our Capacities, condefcends to reprefent himfelf 
in an Human. way. And therefore, tho’ God, as 
the firft Article of our Church obferves, is without 
Body or Parts, yet he is exhibited in the Sacred O- 
racles, as having Hands, Eyes, &c. But his Hands 
do no more than figuratively denote his Power, or 
Omnipotence ; his Eyes his Knowledge, or All. 


-feeing Providence. And tho’ God, as the forefaid 


Article expreffes it, is without Paffions, yet we are 
scommanded not to grieve the Holy Spirit : Thatis, 
10 abftain from fuch a Carriage, as, were ke Capa- 
ble of being Griev’d, woud infallibly Grieve him ; 
and tho’ he be infinitely remoy'd from fo frail, {0 
impotent a thing, as the Paffion of Grief, will yet 


Provoke him to act in the fame manner, as he | 


woud have done, if Capable of Grief : That is, to 
withdraw his Abus’d Indulgence, to with-hold his 
flighted favots, to Retire from thofe with whom he 
is fo Inhofpitably receiv 'd, and leave them Defticure 

of Divine A ffiftance. | 
And to come nearer to the Purport of the Que- 
ftion, in Gen. 18. 21. We hear God thus ex- 
preffing himfelf ; I will go down now, and fee, whe- 
ther they (the Sodomites ) have done altogether ac- 
cording to the cry of it, which is come unto mes and 
if not, I will know. Which Text feems equally to 
impeach 
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impeach his Omnifcience, as does Your's his Pr- 
{cience. And yet in the forementiond words he 
does no more than Difplay his Impartial Juftice nn- 
der the Character of an Upright Judge, who ne- 
yer Condemns a Criminal withouc a Thorough 
Knowledge of hisCrime; never ventures to Execute 
the Penalty without a Narrow Scrutiny, a ftiict 
Enquiry into the Nature of the Offence.
